REV. CALVIN E, PARK, 


Rev. Calvin E, Park died at his home 
in West Boxford Tuesday morning, 
March 5, .after a short illness, Having 
lived in this vicinity for nearly fifty years, 
and being connected in many ways with 
this town, his loss will be felt here as 
wellas there. He was the son of Rev. 
Calvin Park, some time professor in 
Brown University, and brother of Prof.

Asa scholar and Christ- 
ian gertleman Mr, Park was highly es- 
teemed, and as a kind neighbor and faith 
ful friend he will he sicerely mourned, 
His wife, two daughters, and two sons 
survive him.

Another Mild Case at Draper,Hall. Trus- 
tees Decide to Close the School for 
a Few Weeks. 


Abbot Academy is again obliged to eall 
ahaltin its work on account ofa new 
case of diphtheria. This time it is at 
Draper Hall and the young lady afflicted 
is Miss Grace Darling of Wakefield. She

ing who died a stort: time ago atthe - 
Academy. _ |: 

Reports about the case have béen con- 
siderably exaggerated, but in fact it isa 
mild case, and the young lady is recover- 
ing and rapidly gaining strength, 

“The tacts from the beginning as stated 
by Mr. Draper, treasurer of the Academy, 
are as follows: ‘‘Miss Darling went to her 
home in Wakefield last week Wednes- 
day for a day or two, and on her return 
complained of throat trouble. Saturday 
she grew worse and Dr. Leitch was called. 
He saw symptoms of diphtheria, but did 
not care to pronounce it such, Sunday 
Dr. Carleton of Lawrence was called in 
consultation and he pronvunced it a mild 
Gase of diphtheria:”’ 

The trustees, deeming; it necessary to 
take immediate action, -had' a meeting 
Sunday, aud under the circumstances 
thought that there was no other course 


ingly it was decided to do this for three 
weeks, or in other’ words have the usual 
Easter or spring vacation at this time. 
The next term will be longer, so that the 
students will practically lose nothing in 
their studies, ! 

Mr. Draper states that “the physicians 
think Miss Darling must have contracted 
the disease while in Wakefield or on the 
way. The sanitary condition of Draper 
Hall .was most thoroughly examined 
before the school re-opened in February 
after the former case, and the catse can- 
not be laid there. It is a curious fact 
that the last case was also contracted 
away from the school, the young lady 
being detained at home with throat 
trouble before returning to school. We 
have been apprehensive lest the public 
should consider the buildings defective, 
but the facts of the casesshow that both 
young ladies had beeh ill before coming 
to school.”’ 

All the students left the Academy Mon- 
day for their homes.

TOWN. OF ANDOVER. 


Fo ARTICLE I 


or TOWN MEETINGS AND RULES FOR THE GOV- 
ERNMENT THEREOF. 


Sect. 1. The annual: Town Meeting for the 

election of Town Officers, and for other purposes, 

i ‘shall be held annually on the first Monday of March. 
Secor. 2. The warrants for all Town Meetings 
shall be directed to either of the Constables of the 

Town, and meetings shall be notified by posting 

attested copies of the warrant in each of the post- 

offices of the town, and in the porches ‘or vestibules 

of the several-churches and meeting-houses in town, 


) and in depots, seven days atleast before the dayJof 
meeting. 
Secor. 3... The Town Officers which are required 


by law to be chosen by ballot, and..their respective 
’ terms of office, shall be designated in the warrant 
for the Annual Meeting. 

-Sreor. 4. At the Annual Meeting, after the 
choice of Moderator, the polls shall remain open for 
the choice of officers at least three hours, after which 

‘a vote may be passed to close them in not less than 
ten minutes. At any election, after the balloting 
has begun, no vote fixing the time for closing the 
polls shall be reconsidered, except for the purpose of 
extending such time. 

Sreor. 5. When a question is under debate, no 
motion shall be received, but, to adjourn the meet- 

‘ ing, to lay on the table, to commit or amend, to re- 
fer or to postpone to a day certain, or to postpone 
indefinitely, which several motions shall have pre- 
cedence in the order in which they are arranged. 

‘Sor. 6. Upon taking the question, if the decis- 
ion of the Moderator is doubted, or a division of the 
“house called for, the Moderator shall request all per- 
sons in the house to be seated, and may appoint 
Tellers. ‘The question shall then be distinctly stated, 
and those voting in the affirmative and negative 
respectively, shall be requested to rise and stand in 
their places until they are counted by the Moderator, 
or the Tellers, if any ; and no person shall be counted 
who does not comply with the request to occupy a 
seat. 

Srot. 7. No vote shall be reconsidered at the 
same meeting, except upon a motion made within 

_ one hour of the adoption of such vote, unless ordered 
by two-thirds‘of the voters present and voting there- 
on. 

Sect. 8. The duties of the-Moderator not pre- 
scribed by the Statutes, or by the foregoing By- 
Laws, shall be determined by the general rules of 
parliamentary law, so far as they may be adapted to 
town meetings. 


ARTICLE II. 


OF CERTAIN POWERS AND DUTIES OF TOWN OF- 
FICERS NOT PRESCRIBED BY THE STATUTES. 


Section. 1. The Selectmen shall have full su- 
thority, as agents of the Town, to institute and pros- 
ecute suits in the name of the Town, and to appear 
and defend suits brought against it, unless it is other- 
wise specially ordered by a vote of the Town. 

Sect. 2, Whenever it shall be necessary to ex- 
ecute any deed, or any other instrument, required to 
carry into effect any vote of the Town, the same 
shall be executed by the Selectmen, or a majority 
thereof, in behalf of the Town, unless the Town shall 
otherwise vote in any special case. 

Sect. 8, The Selectmen shall annually appoint 
five or more Police Officers, pursuant to General 
Statutes, Chap. 18, Sect. 38,—one of whom they 
shall designate as Chief of Police, who.shall have 
the general supervision and direction of the police 
force of the town, when on duty,— who, in addition 
to their other duties required by the laws of the 
Commonwealth, shall make complaints and carry 
into execution any judgments for violations of these 
By-Laws, excepting those relating to truancy.» The 
compensation of such Police Officers shall be fixed 
by the Selectmen. 

Szor. 4. The Selectmen shall annually, at Téast 

four days before the Annual Meeting, cause to be 
distributed among the tax-payers of the town a de- 
tailed Report, in. print, of all moneys received into 
and paid out of the Town Treasury during the pre- 
ceding financial year, which Report shall be ex- 
amined and approved by the Auditors before it is 
printed, They shall also publish with said Report 
such information and recommendations as they may 
deem proper ; with detailed estimates of the amounts 
of money which will be required for the current 
-financial year. The Reports of the Treasurer’s and 
Collector’s Accounts shall also be printed annually 
with the Selectmen’s Report. Each decennial val- 
uation of estates made by the Assessors, or an ab- 
stract thereof, shall be printed and distributed in 
‘pamphlet form within six months after the sdme 
shall be made. 

Sxct. 5. It shall be the duty of the Town Clerk 
to keep.a. book of. records for the sole’ purpose ‘of 
recording the location of all highways and town ways 
within the town, with an index thereto. 

Seot. 6. 'The School Committee shall print and 
distribute their Annual Report before the thirtieth 

i day of April in each year. 

Sect. 6: There shall be chosen, at the Aunual 
Meeting, three Auditors of Accounts, who shall 
audit the accounts of the Selectmen, Treasurer, and 
Collector, Trustees of Punchard School, Trustees of 
Memorial Hall, and Cemetery Committee; and_all 
other Town Officers and Trustees, and for this purpose 
they may have access to, and examine all accounts 


kept by the Selectmen, School Committee, Road 
Commissioners; Engineers of the Fire Department, 
atid all other Town Officers and Trustées of Funds 
held for the benefit of the town. 


ARTICLE III. 
FINANCIAL REGULATIONS. 


Section 1. The financial year shall begin with 
the second Monday of January in each year. 

Stor. 2. No money shall be paid from the treas- 
uryof the town unless the bill or order for the pay- 


“ment to be made shall be approved by a majority of 


the Selectmen. 

Sect. 3. ‘The assessment of taxes shall be com- 
pleted, and the tax-list and warrant shall be delivered 
to. thé Collector, on or before the fifth day of August * 
in each year. 

Secr. 4. All taxes ussessed in each year shull 
be paid on or before the first day of December in 
the same year; and on all such taxes as shall not 
be paid on or before said first day of December, in- 
terest shall be charged, at a rate to be fixed annually 
by a vote “of the Town, pursuant to the Statutes of 
the Comamonwepith. And the Collector shall use: 
all. the mngensand processes provided by law for the 
collection of all taxes remaining unpaid after the 
first day of December in each year. Bills for poll-’ 
taxes only shall be payable on demand. 

Secor. 5. The Collector shall cause to be printed 
upon the tax-bills the foregoing By-law, with the 
rate of interest on unpaid taxes fixed by a vote. of 
the Town with the rate of discount, if avy, for early 
payment. 

Secr. 6. The compensation of the Collector of 
Taxes shall be fixed annually by the Town; and he 
shall pay over to the Treasurer all moneys received 
by him for taxes as soon as collected ; and he sball 
pay over to the Treasurer the amount of all the 
taxes collected by him, on or before the expiration 
of his term of office. 

Sect. 7.. The ‘Town Treasurer may receive and 
hold funds upon trust to apply the income thereof to. 
the improvement and maintenance of lots in any 
cemetery in town. 


ARTICLE IV. 
TRUANCY. 


The Town of Andover hereby avails itself of the 
several provisions af the Statutes of this Common- 
wealth ‘now in force, relating to habitual truants and 
absentees from school. 

ARTICLE V. 
POLICE REGULATIONS. 


Sxction 1. The Selectmen, before granting a 
written permission to move a building in any public 
street or way in the town, under the Statutes, shall 
ascertain if the destruction or injury of any shade or 
ornamental tree, shrub, or any fixture of ornament 
or utility, standing in a street, way, or enclosure ad- 
joining.the same, will be caused. thereby ; and if in 
such case, in.the opinion of the Selectmen, such per- 
mission should be granted, they may require’ the 
person applying to give satisfactory security to any 
person owning such trees, shrubs, or fixtures, to 
indemnify him for any damage caused as aforesaid, 
before giving such permission.

No person shall affix with paste, or by 
any other means, any bill, placard, or notice, or shall 
write any figures, words, or devices, to or upon a 
building, fence, or wall in the town, where the 
owner or occupant shall have posted a notice for- 
bidding the same. 

Sect. 7. No person shall wilfully or ‘aipaiy 
‘deface or tear down any, bill, placard, or ‘notice, 
posted for a lawful purpose, except the same be 
affixed to premises owned by him or under his con- 
trol. 

9. ~ No person shall drive, wheel, or draw 
any coach, cart, wheelbarrow, handcart, velocipede, 
bicycle, or any carriage of burden or pleasure (ex- 
cepting children’s ‘carriages, upon any sidewalk in 
the town, or permit any horse, cattle,. swine or sheep 
under his or her. care, to go upon any sidewalk in 
town.

To the Citizens of North Andover: 

The committee appointed to consider 
and. report -upon-article for the town 
warrant for the annual town meeting 
held March 5, 1895, which was as follows: 
“To see what action the town will take 
towards securing a proper building to be 
used as an engine house for steamer No. 
1 and lock-up, said building to contain 
suitable offices for various departments 
of the town,” paid | attended to their 
duties, submit the following report: That 
they find the present building, used as an 
engiiié‘house, to be far from what would 
be desirable, more and better accommoda- 
tions being needed; that the stable is not 
suitably ventilated and the building is so 
constructed that it,could not be altered 
so as to make it what it shouid be; that 
there is not sufficient accommodations 
for storage and housing the property in 
charge of the fire department, and that 
the sum of $48 was paid from the contin- 
gent fund for the rent of a building for 
storage the past year; that the lot on 
which the-engine, house stands is not 
large enough to erect a building on such 
as the town would need for the use of 
the department and to contain offices for 
the various departments, and yard-and 
storage room for the various implements, 
tools, etc., in use for the fire department. 
And even if the lot were large enough, it 
would not be desirable to erect a perma. 
nent building on a lot the town has no 
title to and which was ocoupied only by 
the verbal consent of the owners; that a 
building containing offices for the use of 
the various departments of the town 
would be desirable, but there is no press 
ing necessity for the same; that to pur- 
chase a suitable lot and erect thereon a 
suitable permanent modern building such 
as contemplated would cost from $15,000 
to $20,000; that the town is not in such 
financial condition as would warrant the 
expenditure of any such sum at the pres- 
ent time, 

Therefore, your committee would rec- 
ommend ‘that the sum of $175 be appro- 
priated ‘to repair the engine hoyse as 
petitioned for by the engineers, and that
